export wheat has dropped consider 
ably in the last 15 years because cer- 
tain sections of the west are show- 
fing definite signs of wearing out, the 
Alberta Wheat Pool convention. was 
told by Chief Inspector J. D, Fraser 
of the Board of Grain Commissioners 
of Canada, Winnipeg. 

“With so many grades developed,” 


Mr. Fraser stated in answer to a 
question from one of the delegates, 
“certain sections of the West are! 
showing definite signs of wearing 
out.” 


The question, fired at the chief in- 
epector at the conclusion of his ad- 
dress on “Some Aspects of Grain 
Grading,” was as to whether there} 
should be tightening up of grades.
